There In No Statute Which Kxcluilvft

turney-lliMicral Would ChaiiRe Law. 


Washington, Sept. 9.—The shooting 


of President McKlnley by the. man 
•who avows himself to be an anarchist 
is awakening government officials In 
(Washington to thu urgent necessity for 
the passage of laws by congress which 
•will subject all persons guilty of plot- 
ting agulnst the government or. against 
the life of the president to punish- 
ment by federal courts. Assistant At- 
torney General 
Beck, when asked 


whether there Is a federal law bj 
•which anarchists can be excluded from 
the United States or deported If here, 
•replied: 


"I know of no federal statute which 


prevents anarchists as such from en- 
tering this country and remaining 
here. If a man Is au alien and has 
teen .convicted of an Infamous crime 
or falls within any other prohibitory 
feature of the Immigration statutes he 
can be excluded, but there Is no stat- 
ute which excludes him as an anarch- 
ist"The power of congress to exclude 
anarchists when aliens Is undoubted, 
Jor In tho Chinese exclusion cases the 
supreme court held that the power of 
government was plenary to exclude ab- 
solutely all aliens, even though such 
exclusion 
conflicted 
with 
existing 


treaties, and the power to exclude car- 
ries with It the power to deport an 
alien for any reason'which commends 
itself to the Judgment of congress. The 
executive department of the govern- 
ment, however, Is powerless to act 
.•without congressional legislation." 


Mr. Deck also said that while there 


;were statutes which make punishable 


• personal violence against minor offi- 


cials, such as Internal revenue agents, 
there was no law covering deadly as- 
sault upon the person of the presl- 


1 •dent. He added: 


• "Where an attempt upon the life ol 
the president had no reference to the 
presidential offics and was committed 


" within the territorial limits of a state, 


there might be some question as to 
the power of congress to legislate, but 
•where It Is clear that the attempt has 
teen made not upon the Individual, 
tut the president, for the-purpose of 
promoting anarchy, and thus subvert- 
ing the government, the right of the 
federal government to protect Its chief 
executive seems too clear for question. 
"If the president should.be spared It 
is to be feared that the assassin can 
be convicted of no higher crime than 
an assault to kill. Having regard for 
the Immense consequences which fol- 
low the assassination of n president, 
an attempt upon his life, whether suc- 
cessful or "unsuccessful, ought In my 
Judgment to be punishable as high 
treason with death."

Death came to' Mrs. Ellen Murphy, 


an aged resident of this city yester- 
day morning in a peculiarly sad and 
tragic manner.

•Was first to seize the assassin and bore 
him to the floor of the Temple of Mu- 
si^.. He Is a notably cool nnd levcl- 


- h'eadeil young man and Is a favorite 
with. President McKlnley. It will be 
seen that he Intimates in hla narra- 
tive that a change In the • position 
•which he usually/occupied while the 
president was receiving crowds was 
responsible for his failure to pi%vent 
the. shooting. Hers Is Ireland's story: 
[•"it has been my custom to stand 
b'ack of the president and jiiHt to'his. 
left, so that I could see the right hand 
of ;every person'approaching, but yes- 
terday I was requested to stand oppo- 
site, the president so that Mr. Mlllburn 
-coiild stand 'to the left and Introduce 
•the • people who approached. In that 
-way I was unable to get a good look 
Mt'evcry one's right hand. 
- ' . 


"A few momenta before Czolgosz ap- 


proached a man came along with three 
lingers of his right hard tied up in 
a bandage and he had shaken hands 
•with his left. When Czo^osz came up 
I 'noticed he wa's a boyish looking fel- 
low with an Innocent face, perfectly 
calm, and I also noticed that his right 
hand was wrapped In what appeared to 
be; a bandage. I watched him closely, 
but was Interrupted by the man In 
front of him. who held- on to the pres- 
ident's, hand an unusually long time. 
This man appeared to be an Italian 
and wore a short, heavy black mus- 
tache. He was persistent and it was 
necessary for me to push htm along so 
that the others could reach the presi- 
dent. Just as he releancd thr« nresl- 
den't's hand and as the president was 
reaching for the hand of the assassin 
there were two quick shots. Startled 
for. a moment, I looked and saw the 
president draw hV« right hand up un- 
der his coat, straighten up and, press- 
ing his lips together, give Czolgosz the 
most scornful'and contemptuous look 
possible to Imagine. 


"At the same .time I reached .for the 


young man and caught hl« left ami. 
' The big negro standing Just back of 
him and who would have been next 
to. take th; president's Ji.tnd. struck 


file- yoUng man Tn tHo ntck wllh one 
hand nnd with the" other reached for 
the revolver, which had 
been dis- 


charged through the handkerchief nnd 
the shots from which had set flre to' 
the linen. 


"Immediately a dozen men fell upon 


the assasasln and bore him to the 
floor."

"Washington, Sept. 9.—Commissioner 


of Immigration Powderly Is bitter to- 
ward anarchists and In .an Interview 
said: ."The Immigration laws can be 
intended BO as to exclude from land- 
ng In this country persons known to 
>e anarchists abroad by requiring of 
every Immigrant to present a certifi- 
cate from the municipality In which 
le resided at home to the effect that 
he was. a respectable, law-abiding 
man; .that he was not In any way Iden- 
tified wlth-any anarchist organization, 
and that he was of good character." In 
order to make, such a law effective rep- 
resentatives of the immigration bu- 
reau should be stationed 
In foreign 


countries whose duty It should he to 
carefully examine Into the . character 
of the Immigration tending toward the 
United States. 


'I recommended in my annual report 


'or the fiscal year 1900 that all persons 
andlng In this country be liable to de- 
:ortatlon during tho term they reside 
lere before becoming naturalized or 
for the period of five years. It Is all 
very well to talk of,the United States 
as the asylum of the oppressed. That 
did very well years ago, but that was 
before immigration began to flow so 
rapidly to our shores. The need of an 
asylum Is not so great now as it waa 
and the danger of making this coun- 
,ry a prison anil an asylum for vaga- 
bonds Is Increasing every year.
